My dear Sir: 


The noon mail only brought one letter, reporting the shipment of some old jewelry to the 
Mint from Chicago. 


Mr. Wharton, is coming to tune again, with his deliveries of one cent blanks which will 
bring up the arrearages in that coinage. 


Mr. Gibson complains that the New York Sub-Treasury send us consignments of 
redeemed five cent nickels with the old style and new style mixed together. This causes much 
trouble and loss of time in the cent room because the counters have to select and separate the two 
styles by hand and Gibson thinks something ought to be done about it, but I don’t see what can 
be done. Nothing but an arbitrary order from the Treasurer of the U.S., to the Asst. Treasurers to 
keep the coins separate would do any good, and I am sure such an order could not be procured 
from him. If it was issued to the Asst. Treasurers would manage to have it modified or 
countermanded without forty eight hours. This old mint always has been the pack horse and 
dumping ground of the Treasury Department, and will doubtless so continue to the end. 


Mr. Cowperthwaite went home by the noon train to look after his sick wife and child. 
Things are all right in the book-keeper’s room. 


There were no New York silver checks today. The weather today is very stormy, blustery 
& disagreeable. It makes an open fire a special luxury. No other news.
